BILLS 


The first bills of the federal treas­ 
ury’! new standardized currency are 
now going into circulation, a batch of 
the one-dollar 
denomination having 
been received by a Gettysburg hank. 
The purpose is to make bills of the 
same denomination look as much alike 
ae possible, although there will still be 
three or four different kinds of paper 
money. 
Bills of different denomina­ 
tions will be made as unlike aa pos­ 
sible. 
Once the public becomes accustomed 
to this change it will no doubt be 
found very satisfactory, 
It increases 
the difficulty of raising a one-dollar 
bill to a ten, or a two to a twenty. 
TIM* standardization has been under­ 
taken for the express purpose of baf­ 
fling counterfeiters, not only by mak- 
irjr their practices harder, but by mak­ 
ing it easier for money clerks and 
tellers to recognize a genuine or a 
counterfeit bill. 
Some of the first men and women to 
receive these new bills wrere afraid of 
them, believing them not genuine. But 
it is said that they will soon be in 
general circulation, so that recipients 
of bills have only to study them a 
little to become familiar with them.
